BOARD OF REGENTS 


Dr. Worth B. Daniels of Washington, D.C., was nominated 
by the President to be a member of the Board of Regents of 
the National Library of Medicine for the remainder of the 
term vacated by Mrs. Eugenie Mary Davie, whose resignation 
as accepted by President Eisenhower. The Senate confirmed 
his nomination on March 16, 1961. 

Dr. Daniels is an internist in private practice; he is 
also Clinical Professor of Medicine at Georgetown Univer- 
pity. When the Board of Regents was created in 1956 he was 
appointed for a one-year term during which he served as the 
Board's first chairman. 

On March 30 the Senate confirmed the nominations of the 
hree members who have been serving under interim appoint- 
hents since last August: Dr. Hugh H. Hussey, Jr., Dr. Rob- 
tt M. Stecher, and Dr. William L. Valk. 

Two changes have occurred recently in the ex-officio 
bembership of the Board of Regents: Dr. Luther L. Terry re- 
laced Dr. Leroy E. Burney as Surgeon General of the U. S. 
ublic Health Service, and Rear Admiral Edward C. Kenney be- 
ame the Surgeon General of the U. S. Navy upon the retire- 
ent of Rear Admiral Bartholomew W. Hogan.

BIOLOGICAL ABSTRACTS TO INCREASE RUSSIAN COVERAGE 





With grant support from the National Science Foundation 
and the National Institutes of Health, Biological Abstracts 
has announced the establishment of a Translation Bureau to 
increase the availability of Soviet biological and medical 
information. The Bureau will translate Russian abstracts 
from the Referativnyi Zhurnal, Biologiia, and will abstract 
directly from original Soviet journals. BA plans to publish 
5,000 additional abstracts from the Soviet literature during 
the first year, increasing this to 10,000 by 1963. 








FOR THE RECORD 


As its moving day approaches, the National Library of 
Medicine is conscious of the need to preserve for the future 
a pictorial record of its last days in Southwest Washington. 
With the assistance of the Medical Illustration Service of 
the Armed Forces Institute of Pathology some sixty pictures 
have been made of rooms, areas, and activities representa- 
tive of the National Library of Medicine in early 1961. 


INDEX MEDICUS SUBSCRIPTIONS 





During the six-month period ending December 1960 the Su- 
perintendent of Documents, U. S. Government Printing Office, 
received 1,325 new subscriptions to the Index Medicus (7% 
domestic, 30% foreign). The total distribution of the Index 
Medicus now approaches 6,000 copies. 





NEW NLM BUILDING ATTRACTS FOREIGN VISITORS 


There is a growing international interest in the archi- 
tectural features of the new NLM building. Recent visitors 
to the construction site include Sr. Adolfo Storni of Argen- 
tina and Dr. R. C. Evans of England. Sr. Storni is concerned 
with his government's plans for a national library for Ar 
gentina; Dr. Evans is investigating the requirements for & 
centralized scientific library facility at Cambridge Univer- 
sity.
